Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Referring to claim 1, the last limitation in regards to determining 
whether the condition of the conditional jump instruction is satisfied without using the ALU was discussed. The 
Examiner explained that the claim language was interpreted as the condition was determined true or false without 
using the ALU. The status bits were stored in the Flags register, which is read by the condition evaluator in Col's 
Figure 5B, element 572 in the store stage of the pipeline. The language claims the condition is determined as satisfied 
or not without the ALU, and Col determines whether the condition is true or false in the store logic not the ALU. Col 
does not use the ALU to determine whether the condition is satisfied or not. The ALU executes the compare 
instruction of the conditional jump instruction, which updates the Flags register. The flags register is read in turn by the 
condition evaluator to determine whether the condition has been met or not. Possible claim language clarifications is 
amending the claims to state that the conditional jump instruction is resolved, executed, or some similar word before, 
prior, or some similar word before the instruction reaches the execution stage or arithmetic logic stage. This new 
language would, most likely, overcome Col, but there was no guaranteed made over other prior art. The new language 
would require further search and consideration by the Examiner. Regarding claim 19, two of the limitations were 
discussed. Since the agenda faxed by Mr. Tufte to the Examiner merely stated that claim 19 was to be discussed, the 
Examiner was not able to review the prior art and the claims to the extent that claim 1 was reviewed. However, the 
limitations regarding the "logic to access a current instruction" and "a jump look-ahead controller" were briefly 
discussed. The Examiner stated that Mr. Tufte should present the view points and arguments summarized in the 
interview in a future action, since no concrete or detailed answer could be given by the Examiner at that time. 
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
